These 
seed have produced this years onion

Whereas, it was formerly estimated 
that th** Bermuda growers shipped a 
million crates of onions to this coun­ 
try annually, it is now estimated that 
their shipment this year amounte* 
but 380,000 crates. Some 750 
car

movement is not yet over. It is esti­ 
mated that Over a thousand car loa s 
will be shipped.
